The protalen under Inveatigatlon waa to explore expraoBed 
IntareetB of pereletent truant boye and non-truant boye In 
yiXlp II and X gradea iirV Bome of the higher eeoondary 
aohoole of Delhi. 

The tens **expreeBed Intereete" denotee Intereste bb 
rafleoted through enjoyment of different aotivitlaB at 
homBi Bohool and outaide. The term truanoy may be defined 
bb peraletent running away from aohool without any roaaon-^ 
able oauae and ohlefly from their own Initiative. Truant 
boys are children whoee fundamental neede are not satiefled, 
for example their neede for recognition, belongingneea, 
preatige remain unfulfilled. They are undergoing feellnge 
of madcduftoy and Ineeourlty due to uncongenial faotore 
at home, aohool and their eoclal group* The etudy deala 






with Bohool truants against InstltutionallBod truantsi 
ao oallad dsllnauentB« 

On the problem of truanoy 4.uite a good amount 
of work has been done In different oountrleB» for 
example Gyxll Burt*ai Vllllan Kelley's oontrlbutlona 
and neny others* Cyril Surt'e 7lew^ "truanoy la usually 
first etep on the dovmvrard stair to orLme> Bad oompsnionsf 
poor home dleaiplinap daelre to earn moneyi diellko for 
a partioular tesoher or a laseon plsy their part In 
truanoy« The impulse to esoapa by flight is often the 
prime motive in truonay". William Kelley'e^ view la 
"the persistent tnianta behavior la not serloue enough to 
be oleaalfled se dallnouenoy, yet by avoidance of aohoolp 
reBletenoe to eohool authority he has taken the first 
etep toward delinquenoy* Truanoy usually Id the first 
overt entlGOolal aot of the ahtXdi who later beoomae 
serlouely moladjuated and nay indulge into eerlous ontl- 
soolal behavlorp by affording for initiation into immoral 
praotloee and vloloue hablta," 

Pearson's^ view la "when the child la not graded 
aooording to hia intelleotuel oapaoltyi then he feels 
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frustratedI annoyed« and gets rid of irritating situation 
by playing truant. Beaides tbls there are oertain 
parents viho consider eoholaatlo aohievement ao goal for 
their ohildroni and no other intereats or nativity of 
the child meets their approval. Suoh on ottitude of 
parents make the ohild frustratedi end may he held responsl^ 
ble for ohlld's truancy* Moreover^ family eltuatione and 
sexual matters are oonuQon oaueas of truEmoy.** 

Aaoordlng to soolologlotai faotore like broken 
~\Loviest loveloBB homest poor houslngp slum neighbourhood» 
look of reoreational foollities eto* are root of truanoy* 
Importanoe of the problami 

The Individual's Intereste have a marked effect on 
hie behavior* They are the reflections of hie personalltyi 
needs end meana used to satisfy thaee needs. OonBeq,uently 
a study of adolesoents' intereete is a valuable approach 
for understanding them as individuole. 

The study is of importanoe beoause truanoy has been 
a problem to all oonoemed with the eduoatlon of ohlldreni 
who are In need of help. Butt unfortunately their needs 
and interests are not realised by teachers, ie a result 
their adjustment in eoaiety is obstruated, Howevert euoh 
an Insight provoking etudy may be of some help in knowing 
the intereste of ohlldreat and faotore related with them. 
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It la evident that aone amount of roBearoh work 
has been done on faotora related with the problem of 
truancy by Cyril Burtp Oluak A Gluok Uullan and othorai 
though nuoli work hna not been done in our country on the 
faotora related with the problem of truenoy* Still the 
probloiA la not of much importanoe to Indlap alnoe the 
faotora vrould be almost Blmllar« Kenoep what la of more 
Importfinoa la to explore Intereata of truant boys and to 
aae if they differ from those of non-trusiit boye. It may 
be that atudenta play truant beoauae their potential 
needsp Intereata are not reallaed by taaoherai parents. 
Suoh a state of affaire naoeBBltatee exploration of their 
potentlalltloap Intereata, so that the pxobleio of truancy 
oan be attaoHed to aome extent* 

Bealdea thlop dlfferenoe In nature of Intereota 
may be a matter of Importanoe to parents, teachers end 
gutdanoo workers so that they nay aid him to undoratand 
hlmaelf and direct him aooordlngly* 
gomulatlon of hypotheala and purpoae of the Studvt 

The Btudy starts with the aesuoptlon that tnisnt 
and non-truant boys have different Interests on ths 
baals of check Hat and interview teohnltiLUe uaed In the 
study.

Theroforoi aome hae been adopted for the present 
Study ■ The Interview teahnique to be followed in ^he 
etudy has llognoatla and oXlnloal approach. Broadly 
epeaklngi it haa three objeotlveoi To appraise the 
reliability of Inforoatlon obtained on oheok-llat and 
aleo to fflalca dlagnoeie of the diffloultlee of the truant 
boys end faotora related with their Intareete and 
aotlvltiee performed. The other purpoee la to obtain 
BOine additional information from truant boya oonoemlng 
the nature and depth of Intereate, faollitleB and op^or- 
tunltlee for developing Intereeta^(at home and eohool) 
nature of truancy■ The nature of oueetlona varies from 
ohlld to ohlld and from situation at hand. In eomo 
oases dtreot quistlonsi were askedt vherese In othsre 
more probing and auggeetlve uueBtions were required. 

The Intervlewerp keeping In view the objeotlvesi 
developedI en Interview eohedule ooneleting of a set 
of queetlone for her guidanoe enabling to oonduot 
individual Intervlewe. But, It vrae not followed eyete** 
matloalXy. The interview sohedule was developed after 
going through eome related literature on truanoy. 
Broadly apeaking the Interview eohedule ooneleta of 
Information on peraonal datai femlly backgroundp eoolo- 
eoononlo etmtUBf eduostlonal standard of the fanllyi 
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faotora relaltad with bonei aohooli nnd. outalde hone 
and Bohool and ao forth, ^ha aanple oonaiatad of 
aue,Vk- (lueetloua aa whether he liked to stay for noat 
of the time at aohool or at home or outside hone and 
school and why. Further aueetlon e ale o related to 
ootlvlttea enjoyed by then andwhich Mtlvltlee they 
spend moat of their tine. 

About duration of the Interview nothing was decided 
elnoe It will vary from oaee to oaee* It wae expeoted 
that Bome raey take half an hour and others may take 
about an hour or even more than that. 

Data OoUflotloni 

An a reault of preliminary ausnrey five eohoola were 
seleoted end data has been gathered from these sohoole. 
Glnoe the Inveatlgator was known to eome of the prinolpala 
of BohoolBf she experienced no diffioulty in oarrying out 
the Investigation. With the help of prlnolpale^rapport 
wae eetabllehed with olaea teaohersp purpose and Inportanoe 
of the problem were explained to them. Blnoe the study 
had to be oonduoted on persistent oaaee of truanoyf a 
criterion for their seleotion wae laid domii based on the 
dlsouBeions with teaohora. rhe orlterion wasy a boy who 
plays truant from eohool for more than eight days in a 
month and for two periods in a day will be oonsldered a 
persistent truant. With the above orlterion peralstent 
trusnta were identified in different aohools* though 
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some of the taaohera found It dlffloulti einoe they 
aalntalned no eyotematlo veoorde of truant boyoi 
DoBldaB thla» some of the olase taaohere were new to 
a pnrtloular alaeoi and others were a little heeltent 
In identifying; truants (leet thair Inability to handle 
the olaee might be revealed)• thareforei truants from 
their gradae oould not be identified ■ Sample of truant 
boys listed from different aohools wbb eighty nine. 

Before admlnletering the ohaok-liat a preoaution 
was taken to have good attendenoe of truant boys by 
visiting eohoola at early houra* 

Bor adminletratlon of oheok list a convenient 
aanple of non«truant boya wae obtained from eaoh of the 
five BOhoole* l!he non-tjniant boys in eaoh eohool from 
different grades were eeleoted with the help of teaohere 
from nttendanoe registerB* The boys who played truant 
ooaaBlonally were exolvded from the atud/i The number 
of non-'truant boys from each grade in a eohool was double 
the number of truant boys in that particular grade. Semple 
oonaieted of Vllli IX d X grade students. Taken all the 
five schools together the oheok Hot was admlnleteded to 
a eample of 99 truant boys and 129 non^truant boya. Table 
Indioatlng number of Qaaso in the two groups is given 
on the next page.

A sample of eleven truant boys was Interviewed. 

All the stud ante oome from eohool number V. Frooeedlng 
with the individual interviews rapport wae eetabllehed 
by exohanging views on general information. Thonp diroot 
queotlonsi related with his intereabsp and hie dally 
sohedule, and oohedulo on holldeye were put. A req,ueBt 
for frank end true Information wae made.

Though the Interview aohedulo was prepared» but 
It waa not followeil ayateaatloally for aaoh oaee* 

Xtena In it were of flexible nature. Only the relevant 
queetlojia wore naked to the Interviewee. The ciueatlonB 
put to eaoh Interviewefii were prethought on the baala 
of eeoh etudente raoponaeo on the oheok list. 

The Intervieweeo were oallod turn by turn from 
their reepeotlvo alaeceg. Xn eome of the onaes the 
puxpoae of the atudy oante to be dleoloeed either by the 
teaoher or the paoni whloh reatrloted eome of the 
etudente from giving true Inforuatlon. 

atudente reapoxvaea were recorded in oatoh pVtraBee 
partly in the Interview situation and partly cefitar, as 
eoon as the Interview waa over. The usual dlffioultlea 
of reoording Information were axperienoedf for example| 
in aome of the oaeea truant boys had a lot to aayi and 
It was very dlffioult to distinguish relevant from 
irrelevant Infoimatlon. 

Besides this, after interviewing about two oases 
the Interviewer felt fatigued , hut elnoe the Intervlewa 
had to be finished Boon, few other oases were aleo 
Interviewed on the same d^, whloh possibly might have 
affeotod reliability of infomation sought.

The Table II (cm page 16) Indioatae that on eight 
of the oategorlea (excepting oategory number nine) non- 
truant boya expraaaed more intereata than truant boya. 
^hlla on oategory number elx the two groups were elmllar. 
Although, no evldanoe waa available but It aearae that 
the truonta Intereata nay be laae due to raaaone like, 
laoK of adjuatment to their environment and fruetrationa 
oeused by them* percentage of 
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rsBpongea obtained from truont boya on sex related 
aotivitlsB Indicated that tneir interest vaa slightly 
greater than thoee of nan«trusnt boye* From the data 
It appeared that Intereot In opposite sex had to do 
something with ag6| einoe truant boys studied in this 
study were older than non-truant boys (finding number 
four) In their grades (eee Table I). No doubti the inter¬ 
pretation of the data will be more meaningful» if a atatis- 
tloal onalyola of the same is madSf but here the dlfferenoe 
was not tested otatiatloelly due to oertaln reasona. For 
exauplSi the number of oasea in aaoh group was not large 
enough or woe eltner more in one group and very small in 
another group.

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more octaae of falluraa anong truonto then non-truant 
group.

The analyale of aggregate narke obtained In the 
last promotion etBalnation end analyale of number of 
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falluroB In the tvro groups showed that the reeulta moved 
In the same direction for both the groups of etudentei 
!Dhe mean marks of the truant boys In total groups were 
significantly lower than those of non-truant boye as Indi¬ 
cated by Table T. Moreover» number of failures In the truEint 
group was slgnlfloantly higher then In that of non-truant
